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The Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Holy 
Trinity at 28th Avenue and East 31st Street, Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota, was organized by the Rev. Dr. 
George H. Trabert on January 29, 1905, with 16 
charter members. 

The first building was a Swedish Baptist Church 
that was bought and moved to 29th Avenue and 
29th Street. Field Missionaries who served the con- 
gregation were F. E. Jensen and John Zundel. The 
first regularly called pastor was the Rev. Luther 
Deck. Other pastors were John S. Albert and Carl 
H. Bartsch. 

The present church building was dedicated in 
1925, and in 1954 a new half-million dollar parish 
house was dedicated to the memory of Dr. Bartsch, 
who served as pastor from 1917 to 1950. 

Spiritual sons of the congregation now serving in 
the Christian ministry are David Engdahl, Raymond 
Johnson, Arno Martin, James Bartsch, Robert 


Bartsch and the present assistant pastor, Wayne 
Wickoren.

to the children and youth, the generation following? We are banded together in Synod 
so that our testimony may be multiplied, May this convention broaden our under- 
standing of the Church and deepen our concern for her widest welfare. | 


Holy Trinity—Convention Church 


Whoever walks about Zion to discover what the church is doing is likely to be 
impressed by successful congregations. The host to the 64th annual convention of 
the Synod of the Northwest is impressive by reason of its outstanding success. The 
whole Synod remembers with gratitude the name of Bartsch. Far thirty-two years 
Carl Bartsch was the pastor and leader. He brought the church to its place of eminence 
in numerical size and contributions to General Benevolence. Then he was called Home. 
His successor had large shoes to fill! Would the congregation continue among the 
largest in the United Lutheran Church? Would it hold its enviable leadership for 
the largest General Benevolence contributions in the United Lutheran Church? Paul 
Graf accepted the call. The success story continues. The church grows. First place 
in the United Lutheran Church in the amount of General Benevolence. Fourth place 
in number of communicants. And now a half million dollar Bartsch Parish House 
and Chapel have been built. Commodious accommodations along with the generous 
spirit of pastor and people of Holy Trinity are available for the convention. ) 


College Decision | 


The major decision of this convention will be its answer to the question, Shall 
Synod establish a Liberal Arts College in Wisconsin? For two years Synod's com- 
mittee has been seeking information on which to base its recommendation. In October 
1953, at a special meeting the Synod of the Northwest expressed its unreadiness to 
give a final answer. The Synod insisted that the Committee use the Board of Educa- 
tion of the United Lutheran Church in uncovering information which would be help- 
ful in reaching a decision. By April 1, 1954, Executive Secretary Gould Wickey 
of the Board of Education, ULCA, had completed his investigation and made his 
findings available to the committee. The findings of Dr. Wickey have been put in 
the hands of the delegates to the convention of Synod. 

Your president re-emphasizes the fact that this is a major decision. It is major 
in respect to the amount of financing involved. It is major in t to the duty 
involved. It is major in respect to the influence in the wider life of the Church. A 
favorable decision or an unfavorable decision must be accepted with a unanimity such 
as has always marked the Synod of the Northwest once a decision has been reached. 
The decision will be preceded by debate. That debate must be on the highest level 
of principle that best expresses the will of God among us. Sectionalism must be 
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fores worn: so must personalisms. Minds and hearts matured in the Word and led 
by the Holy Spirit will give the decision. Prayerfully we approach it. Honestly 
we will debate it. Confidently we will reach the decision. Let no man say otherwise 


Evangelism 
A definite advance in membership was achieved in 1953. Instead of being satisfied 


with the average 3% increase in Communicant membership, 1953 saw our church 


make a 5% increase. What are the elements of this success? It is apparent that more 


effective evangelism is being accomplished far and wide. Two procedures are effective. 


One, to establish new churches; two, to receive more members than are lost. Ele- 
mentary? Of course, but not always manageable. Losses arise largely from removal 
from the parish. But there are hundreds written off by reason of non-attendance. 
Adequate preparation for membership appears to be the best insurance against loss 
by indifference. The retention of members on the roll is a factor in the gain of 
3,387 in the communicant list. This retention is evident from the increase in per- 
2 those who communed to a high of 83.67. ULCA average for 1952 was 
70.34%. | 


| Losses Otherwise 
The pastors have graciously and generously responded to our attempt to discover 


who are lost from our churches, and how. A year ago we had replies from. 84 


arishes. This year we publish the following summary of replies from 118 parishes. 
By Losses Otherwise we mean confirmed members of congregations who for one 
reason or another are no longer active and hence no longer counted in parish statistics.

In addition it is a pleasure to thank all of the people of the Synod for 
continuing growth in response to the Love of God and the Needs of the Church. 
$588,144 was the total amount of General Benevolence in 1953. It represented an 
increase of more than 10 per cent. When it is remembered that communicant mem- 
- bership increased 5 per cent, and General Benevolence increased 10 per cent, it is seen 
that there was a rise in the level of individual giving for this cause, Way back in 
1925 the Finance Committee of Synod made the bold prophecy that the time would 
soon come when the average gift for General Benevolence would reach THREE CENTS 
per day.

Salaries 


Reports from 128 pastors show that the average salary among them is $3,875 and 
that exactly 50 per cent received salary increases for 1954. 28 per cent of our pastors 
receive $3,000 per year or less. 35 per cent receive salary of $3,000 to $4,000. 
23 per cent from $4,100 to $5,000. 11 per cent from $5,100 to $6,000. 5 per 
cent above $6,000. Only 17 parishes in Synod do not own parsonages. In most 
instances rent allowances are made where there is no parsonage. A growing custom 
is to provide utilities as part of the salary. 52 parishes are currently doing so, Car 
allowances average $355 annually. 27 congregations do not provide car allowances. 
Pastor's salaries should be reviewed annually and acted upon at the annual meetings 
of congregations. | | 

The thoughtful concern of congregations is demonstrated by the wide acceptance 
of the current Contributory Pension Plan of the ULCA. 84 parishes participate in 
the 4 and 8 per cent plan. 16 continue with the 4 and 4 per cent plan. 16 parishes 
report no pension plan. ; | 


— Items for Synod's Consideration 


1. The constitution now being recommended to congregations as a Model should 
be reviewed by the Committee on Constitution, with findings to be presented to the 
1955 convention. | 

2. The addition of members to the staff of Synod suggests that it would be profitable 
to review the relation of staff members to the committees with whom they cooperate. 
The review should cover the procedure for the appointment of the members of the 
Stewardship Committee and the Committee on Parish Education. 

3. The increasing number of names on the Clerical Roll of Synod suggests that 
consideration be given to a directive which would limit the number of Boards or 
Committees on which a member would be eligible to serve concurrently. _ 

4. Synod participates in Social Mission work inter-synodically through the 
Lutheran Welfare Societies. There are ministries to children for care and adoption, 
to unwed mothers, to patients in hospitals through chaplains, and to DP families. 
The program of Social Mission service could be almost indefinitely enlarged. It is 
suggested that the Synod should consider a plan for ministering to the Aging. The 
subject has been discussed in the Wisconsin and the Central Conference. As far as 
fsasible all agencies and institutions should be in the control of the Synod. __ 
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Official Acts

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


By the Grace of God another successful year has been completed by our Seminary. 

_After the death of our beloved Professor A. C. P. Hays, the Board and Faculty 
gave prayerful and careful consideration to the calling of a man to take charge of the 
New Testament Department, Professor Bryce Shoemaker, a graduate of our Seminary 
and doctor of philosophy from the University of Edinburgh, Scotland, was employed. 
He entered upon his duties at the beginning of the fall quarter. His teaching has been 
received with enthusiasm on the part of the students and his willingness to go 
the second mile in labor and cooperation is appreciated by his colleagues.

The George Pillsbury residence, which has been purchased and named the J. K. 
Jensen Hall, is now being converted into our 3 building. One room of the 
building will be designated as the Melissa R. sae Memorial Library, containing the 
books and furnishings willed to the Seminary by Professor A. C. P. Hays. 

The purchase of the Addison Lewis property on 24th Street and Stevens Avenue 
into which the synodical offices have been moved leaves the Seminary without a secre- 
tary. The faculty requests the Board to employ a full time office secretary for the 
Seminary whose duties shall begin August 15, 1954. 

The committee of the Board, appointed to consider the matter of calling additional 
professors to our faculty, has met several times and will have recommendations to 
present. 

During the year a bequest of $1, 000.00 was received from the Amelia G Pabst 
estate, Kenosha, Wisconsin. 

At the May 14, 1953, meeting of the Board, action was taken to name the Semi- 
nary buildings as follows: The main building, now known as the Pillsbury build- 
ing, was named the William Alfred Passavant Hall. The property at 2400 Stevens 
Avenue was named the Joseph Stump Hall. The Crosby house at 2105 First Avenue 
South was named the George H. Gerberding Hall. The apartment house at 2701 
Harriet Avenue was named the Harry B. Reed Hall. 

At the September 24, 1953, meeting the Board passed a resolution to the effect that 
non-Lutheran students attending the Seminary pay a nominal annual fee, unless they 
enter the Lutheran ministry. 

To our Lord we offer our heartfelt gratitude for the abundance of His blessings 
during the year and for the opportunity to serve which He has granted to us.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENTS — 
FOR THE MINISTRY 


The office of the ministry is distinctive. It puts the man who occupies it in a rela- 
tion to the Gospel, to Christ, to the Church, and to the people, that demands that 
he keep himself “‘nourished up in the words of faith and of good doctrine. He must, 
moreover, be complete, thoroughly furnished unto all good works. Why? Because 
he is God's witness. This is his solemn call: The God of our fathers hath chosen 
thee that thou shouldest know His will, and see that just One, and shouldst hear 
the voice of His mouth. For thou shalt be His witness unto all men of what thou 
hast seen and heard.”’ 

Therein lies the great wonder of God's ministry: The Witness, the effective, living, 
believing, Spirit-filled Witness. Above the roar of the battle, and cataclysmic explo- 
sions of man man-handling the physical structure of nature, and the din of the street, 
the multitudes must hear the witness. God's Work needs nothing more than it needs 
witnesses: And among all witnesses, the most essential are preaching witnesses. As 
individual congregations, or as a Synod, have we sent forth sufficient witnesses? There 
are congregations from which the Lord has not brought forth a single man; in others 
only one, and that a long time ago. Our Seminary’s enrollment was slightly less this 
year than last. How shall we find the witnesses God's work needs? Ag answer lies 
primarily in prayer. We, as a Synod, ought to pray and pray and ye or our youth— 
that a harvest of laborers may go forth to the harvest of souls. e ought also to 
pray for our seminarians and young ministers too—naturally and most definitely. 

‘Pray for us, pleads Paul, that the Word of the Lord may have free course. When 
J. Wilbur Cha man accepted his first pastorate, a member of the congregation told 
him frankly, ““You are not a strong preacher. In the usual order of things you will 
fail here, but a little group of us have agreed to gather every Sunday morning to pray 
for you.“ Chapman became an outstanding pulpiteer. 

Let us 3 for our youth, that more will come forth from the ranks of Synod to 
enter the Seminary. Let us pray for the men in the Seminary that they may be (as 
Muhlenberg described in Hallische Nach- richten, Vol. 2, page 98) mediate messengers 
of Jesus Christ, who keep themselves close to the revealed will of God, believe it, 
teach pure doctrine, walk conformable to their calling and also suffer willingly for it. 
The responsibility of our pastors is to lead our flocks to pray without ceasing for 
our youth that they bring forth fearless, holy Witnesses. 

Your committee stands ready to assist any congregation in presenting the work of 
the ministry, mission work or diaconate to its youth, to advise it on available litera- 
ture, and to correspond with any youth thinking of this holy, noble, exhausting, 
wonderful calling.

STUDENTS IN NON-LUTHERAN SCHOOLS 


Monies devoted by the synod to Students in Non-Lutheran Schools have met 
with increasing results the past year. 

Pastor Frank Berg of Beloit, Wisconsin, reports that Atonement, Beloit, has 13 
students in Non-Lutheran Schools including college, university or nurses’ training. 

He further indicates that there are approximately 150 Lutheran Students attending 
Beloit College from the mid-west area. | es | 
5 Pastor R. R. Doering of Platteville, Wisconsin, gives the following report from 
is area: 

Approximately 80 Lutheran Students are enrolled at Wisconsin State College at 
Platteville, and 20 Lutheran students are enrolled at the Wisconsin Institute of Tech- 
nology at Platteville. The Congregation held a reception for them immediately after 
the opening of school last September. The group meets twice each month, for worship 
study and a social hour. An average of 20 attend these meetings, Students are active 
in all phases of congregational life—teach Sunday School, lead Luther League, sing 
in 3 and attend services. Students attend in larger numbers than in any year 
previously.“ 

Student work in the Fargo-Moorhead area has taken rapid strides forward under 
the aggressive leadership of Pastor John Schultz and Mrs. Hauge. On the Sunday after 
Thanksgiving last year, a dedicatory service was held for the Lutheran Student House 
recently purchased and furnished for the Lutheran Students attending Moorhead State 
Teacher's College. This building cost $15,000.00 and houses an LSA group which 
reaches 125 students. A similar purchase was made near the campus of the North 
Dakota Agricultural College in Fargo. This building was bought for $13,500.00 
and was completely remodeled from top to bottom for more convenient use by the 
students, with professional help in designing, and the labor was furnished by Pastor 
John and his students. Dedication of this building will take place on May 2, 1954. 
This LSA group reaches approximately 300 students on the campus. The Moorhead 
LSA have organized a choir and will go out on tour this spring. The Fargo group 
have prepared a religious drama entitled “Empty Hands“ which is being played in 
various communities out state. Effective April 1, 1954, the Moorhead State 
Teacher's College will come under the direction of the Minnesota Foundation and so 
will run separately from the Fargo group, i 

Dr. Otto Proel of the LSA at the University of North Dakota submits à report 
which indicates: (1) that a movement is active which will seek to establish a North 
Dakota Foundation for achieving a state-wide approach to the financial and program 
aspects of Lutheran Student Work, (2) that preliminary drawings of an enlarged 
Student Foundation Center to be erected near the university campus according to 
action taken by the local board a year ago. The LSA at Grand Forks now occupies 
a student house that was purchased and refurnished a few years ago, and that the 
ge of North Dakota is the most Lutheran public institution of its kind in

The Rev. D. H. Shelhart comes to this convention of Synod with his 18th con- 
gregation, Bethel, Poynette, Wisconsin.

Bethel is the result of 
the complete reorganization of a former independent Lutheran congregation. It retains 
the former property, and many of the charter members had been connected with the 
predecessor congregation.

At the February meeting of the Executive Committee a call to become Synodical

Five missions became self supporting as to salary aid at the close of 1953. This is 
commendable and should serve as an incentive to other congregations to move toward 
this goal as rapidly as conditions permit.

Thereafter, Olin S. Nordslettin supplied until his ordination and became 
pastor June, 1952. Membership at the end of 1953 numbered 627 confirmed, 419

Faith-Lilac Way, Robbinsdale, Minnesota, was organized in 1944 by the Rev. 
Harvey Seebach who has continued as the pastor. An excellent site, two units of 
the church, and a parsonage to be erected this summer, constitute the property of 
this congregation which numbers 648 confirmed and 590 communing members. Here

A glance at the Church Extension loans in force in Synod shows an impressive 
total. Loans in the amount of $199,447 were made in the period 4-1-52 to 4-1-53. 
Six loans averaging $27,000 were made for new churches, One loan of $5,700 was 
made to refinance a church building. Four parsonage loans averaging $5,753 were 
included. In the same period payments on loans totaled $50,693. :

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Dissolution of Resurrection, St. Cloud 


Resurrection, St. Cloud, was organized in 1948 as a synodical mission. There 
were 35 charter members. The mission was first served from Holdingford, 25 miles 
distant, as a part of the Elmdale-Holdingford parish. Later by financial help from 
Synod, the pastor lived in St. Cloud. The new arrangement did not produce suff. 
cient results to justify the continuance. Membership never got beyond 39; and 
every family but one was a transfer from another Lutheran Church in St. Cloud, 
Every survey—there were three of them—showed a poor potential. At the recom- 
mendation of the Executive Committee the congregation took legal steps to dissolve.

Mission Sponsors 


1 should be given to those individuals, organizations and congregations 
which year after year make contributions to this fund. Treasurer Helwig includes a 
summary of receipts and expenditures in his report. The fund is used to provide some 
of the extra and the smaller items needed for church work. 

The ULCA Board of American Missions is using a program whereby congrega- 
tions are urged to sponsor missions at $1,000 per year or smaller amounts. Eight 
congregations are participating at this writing, and it is believed that more will be- 
come interested. 

Other Lutheran Church bodies are emphasizing the mothering of missions to 
the extent of making credit available for building needs. There has been a smattering 
of such activity in the Synod of the Northwest. It is significant to remember that 
some of the most successful Home Mission efforts in the history of Synod resulted 
when a Mother church swarmed. Many of the Milwaukee churches were so 
organized. pug recently the chief example has been St. Timothy, Menasha, so fully 
motheredꝰ by St. Paul's. Neenah. This method seems to be especially effective in 
cities of 10,000 upwards where there is a strong church and a growing population. 
In every instance such sharing has made the mother church stronger.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSIONARY IN 
CHARGE OF SURVEY 


During the past year your Synodical Missionary in Charge of Survey, along with 
the work of survey, has had one of the most thrilling experiences of his ministry. He 
has organized his eighteenth new congregation. This new congregation, known as 
Bethel Evangelical Lutheran Church of Poynette, Wisconsin, has been formed out of 
the membership of an independent Lutheran congregation, an ingathering of many 
unchurched people and numerous transfers from other congregations. The former 
independent congregation had dwindled almost to the point of disbanding and a 
gloomy, discouraged people were bickering among themselves. It has been marvelous 
to see the change that has taken place and what God's Grace through His Word has 
accomplished in the hearts of these people. Within a few short months the spirit of 
the Lutheran people has changed from discouragement and gloom to happiness, hope 
for the future, and a realization of being a power in the community. The new 
congregation gives every appearance of having taken on the spirit of the Synod of the 
Northwest and the joy that has come to the people has been miraculous in our eyes. 

Along with this chief work of the Synodical Missionary office, the organization 
of new congregations, your Synodical Missionary has done survey work as directed 
by the Executive Committee of Synod. : 

During the summer of 1953 a complete scouting survey was made in the states of 
North Dakota and Montana. Most every community of any size in both these states 
was visited and almost 10,000 miles of driving was covered. The findings of home 
— possibilities in this area have been reported to the Executive Committee of 

yn 

Too, during the summer of 1953 your Synodical Missionary supervised the can- 
vassing of fields allocated to us for survey in Minnesota, This canvassing was done 
by Seminarian Harold Berg and covered seven different fields. Several possible fields 
were found and the findings have been reported to the Synodical Executive committee. 


One other field was canvassed in Minnesota. In each Wisconsin, North Dakota and | 


Montana one field was canvasse 

The standing of fields all ated to the Synod of the Northwest by the National 
— Council Regional Committees as to states and conferences may be described 
as follows: 

In Wisconsin seven fields have been allocated either for survey and study or occupancy. 
Your Synodical Missionary hopes to canvass some of these fields during the coming 
summer and he will begin work in one of them late in the summer or early fall, 
looking to the development of a new congregation. 

In Minnesota ten fields have been allocated either for survey and study or occupancy. 
Eight of these fields have already been studied and canvassed. Four or five of them 
present possibilities for home mission development. Two will be entered almost im- 
mediately and another is scheduled for development this fall. One field, Wayzata, 
having been canvassed and found to be doubtful as to possibilities has been surrendered 
before the National Lutheran Council Regional Committee | 

In North Dakota and Montana five fields have been allocated for survey and study. 
The one field allocated in North Dakota in Bismarck has been canvassed and is under 
consideration. The one field canvassed in Montana is being held for further study. The 
other fields in Montana await survey before judgment can be passed as to the possi- 

bilities they offer. There are possibilities that some canvassing may soon be done in 
Montana. We may possibly ask for other allocations in Montana. ‘ 
As the situation now stands we have more allocations than we have been able to 
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develop, even survey and study. Your Synodical Missionary will keep looking for 
new and better home mission possibilities throughout the entire territory of the Synod 
but to ask the National Lutheran Council Regional Committees for more allocations 
at the present time seems rather unwise. We must first dispose of fields already allocated 
to us, either by occupancy and the development of congregations or by the surrendering 
of our rights to these fields. When either has been done, and as it is done, we will be in 
position to ask for more allocations. We have a number of such possibilities under 
observation. Your missionary expects to scout for more possibilities in Wisconsin and 
| Minnesota in the near future.

similar system called the Covenant Plan.“ Countless requests have come to us from 
other Synods asking for information about the Grace System. To give all interested

DOUBLED BENEVOLENT GIVING 


At its 63rd Annual Convention, May 19-21, 1953, at Richfield Church, Synod voted 
unanimously to double its benevolent giving in 1954. In order to encourage the 
attainment of this goal our Committee arranged a schedule which enabled every con- 
gregation in the Synod to be visited by a member of the Stewardship Committee, a 
professor from the Seminary or by some other pastor or layman. 

When the first reports came in from the congregations in regard to pledges for 1954, 
it was found that benevolence pledges were 28.05 per cent above those in 1953. At 
the end of January (5 Sundays) Treasurer Helwig reported benevolent giving 47.66 
per cent ahead of January, 1953 (4 Sundays). At the end of February, 1954, 
benevolent giving was 36 per cent ahead of the first 2 months of 1953. We shall 
continue to encourage our congregations to attain the goal which they set for them- 
selves at the 63rd Annual Convention. | | | 


EPIPHANY APPEAL 


_In 1953, our people gave approximately $5,800 to help build chapels in British 
Guiana. This year the Epiphany Appeal offerings are being used to help build chapels 
and churches in India and Japan. . | | 


RESULTS 


In 1953, the Synod of the Northwest overpaid its apportionment by $59,220.32, 
second only to the overpayment made by the Central Pennsylvania Synod, 

On a percentage basis the Synod of the Northwest was second to the Synod of 
Mississippi's 122.15 with 119.69.

t is almost certain that two of our ordained Pastors will be called by the Board at 
their June meeting. 

The Board is seeking 23 new missionaries to send overseas during 1954. Fifteen 
candidates appeared before the Board in February. On January 1, 1954, there were 
92 male missionaries and 71 female missionaries; a total of 163. As of February 15, 
1954, the total number of missionaries serving under the Board, including wives, stood 
at 256, the largest number in the Board of Foreign Missions of the United Lutheran 
Church history. 

We are pleased that at this Convention Ronald Zaudtke of Faith, St. Paul, will be 
„ as a r to Argentina and that John Anderson of Mounds 

iew, St. Paul, has accepted the call to Liberia. 

We have six Pastors from our Synod serving us in the following ULCA fields: 
India, Robert M. Law and Wilbur E. Wicklund; Malaya, Douglas E. Erickson; 
Liberia, Paul L. Lewis; British Guiana, Wylock J. E. Scott and Eden Nicholas. 

We regret to report that due to health reasons Pastor and Mrs. Eden Nicholas were 
forced to return from British Guiana.

PROMOTION OF THE EPIPHANY APPEAL. Epiphany, 1953. On February 
15, 1954, net receipts from the 1953 Epiphany Appeal to help build chapels in 
British Guiana stood at $66,222. Portions of the amount have been sent to the field 
for actual reat operations. Our Synod contributed $5,874.52 of this amount. 

Epiphany, 1954. The 1954 Epiphany Appeal for chapels in India and Japan is 
still in progress. Members of the Foreign Missions Committee promoted the cause in 
their own conferences. The Committee also circularized the Synod as a whole. Re- 
quests for promotional material have been unusually high. 


AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS. Five new one-reel films in color and sound on mission 


work in India and Japan are now ready: In India—Lutherans Train Christian Lead- 
ers, In India—Lutherans Heal in Christ's Name, In India—Lutherans Teach 
Self Help.

Excellent jointly produced interdenominational films for mission study include A 
People Without Fear” (1953-54) and Village of the Poor (1954-55 study on 
India) both in black and white and color, running 27 minutes. | 


Our Committee has requested the Budget Committee to consider the need for funds 


to purchase these new films so that they could be made available free to Northwest 
Synod churches. | 

GENERAL INFORMATION. BAPTIZED CHRISTIANS. The number of bap- 
tized Christians in each field is: Argentina, 4,350; British Guiana, 5,670: China 
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and Hong Kong, 2,315; India, 241,468 (including Surguja): Japan, 5,999.

ARGENTINA. Thousands of immigrants have come to Argentina during the last 
five years. Among them are many Estonians, Germans, Hungarians, Latvians and 
Slovaks who are Lutherans. These, together with the native Argentinians, are building 
the United Evangelical Lutheran Church cf Argentina. | 

‘The pre-seminary, which aids in the training of an indigenous leadership, will be 
moving into new quarters sometime during 1954. The. Luther League of America and 
2 Appeal of 1952 provided most of the funds. A Lutheran Seminary for all 
of Spanish-speaking South America is a part of the plan ef Lutheran Cooperation in 
that country. „„ | 

BRITISH GUIANA. There has been a great deal of political unrest in this coun- 
try, but the progress of the church has not been retarded by it. Three new missionaries 
have gone to this field in the past year. | 


CHINA AND HONG KONG. Missionary Paul Mackenson is still imprisoned in 
China. So far as the Board knows, he is well. No word has been received from him. 

A congregation was organized in late 1953 by Missionary Reinbrecht in Hong Kong, 
The Board cooperates with the other Lutherans in the Seminary and the Bible Train- 
ing Institute. In addition to the missionary work in Hong Kong, Chinese workers in 
Malaya are trained in Hong Kong. : 


INDIA: During 1953, floods caused damage to Andhra Church property amount- 
ing to almost $100,000. Gifts from all sources, including a grant of $61,000 by the 
ULCA Allocation Commission will cover property damages. ae | 

A theological college for all Lutheran groups in India was opened in 1953. It is for 
the training of men for the ministry who have had a college education. At the present 
time, there are ten students. The Andhra Church continues Luthergiri Seminary for 
men who did not have a college education. : | 

Visas to enter India were denied two new evangelistic missionaries during 1953. 
Others were admitted and all of the board’s missionaries returning from furloughs have 
been granted visas. The Andhra Church has requested an agricultural missionary. 

The new field in Surguja, India, has developed into 30 congregations with 1,600 
baptized members. We cooperate with the Federation of Lutheran Churches in India 
in this work. | | | 

The Andhra Church has also sent a pastor to Rangoon, Burma. 


JAPAN. During 1953, floods in Kyushu caused serious damage to the church's 4 


properties. $30,000 was required to restore the properties. The love and care mani- 
fested by missionaries and Japanese Christians opened many doors for the Chuch wit- 
Messing effectively. | 

A committee composed of representatives of all the Lutheran groups working in 
Japan has been formed to study the means whereby a United Lutheran Church in 
Japan might become a reality. There has been cooperation among these groups. 


LIBERIA. Some of the steps taken in 1953 should bear fruit in growth in num 
bers and in the strengthening of the church. Two missionary builders and another 
who gives part-time to building, are now serving. = 

‘The new facilities for the Lutheran Training Institute should now become a reality 

uch sooner. The plane and missionary pilot have made movement from one part 
of the field to another much mote rapid. ; 


MALAYA. The opening of this new field authorized by the ULCA is now a real- 
ity. Dr. Paul P. Anspach, staff secretary for Malaya, and three missionaries including 
our own Pastor and Mrs. Erickson, are on the field. Mr. Daniel Chu of China has 
been ordained as a pastor for service in Malaya. Some properties where services may 
* have been made available in several of the villages assigned to the Lutheran 

urch. 

MISSIONARIES SERVING IN OTHER FIELDS. Four missionaries of the Board 
are serving under the Lutheran World Federation of the National Lutheran Council in 
Uruguay, Hashemite Kingdom of the Jordan and Tanganyika. Three of these are 
Northwest Synod persons: Dr. Edwin Moll, serving in Jerusalem, and Gerald Goldenne 
and Hazel Biederbeck serving in Tanganyika as educational missionaries. 


WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY. The Women’s Missionary Society seeks 
out and supports all single women missionaries and provides more than 20 per cent of 
the funds required to carry on the work of overseas missions.

The accompanying tables bring you a brief summary of the current trends of Synod 
as revealed by the consolidation of the Annual Parochial Reports. 

In the year 1953, total receipts of the congregations of Synod exceeded $4,000,000 
for the first time. This is a remarkable figure when we realize that just ten years 
ago, in 1943, the total receipts of the congregations of Synod were in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,000,000. 

It appears that the percentage of confirmed members communing is remaining rather 
constant from year to year. 3

Considerable adjustment in the financial section of many of the reports was neces- 
sary in order to make them consistent with proper procedure. 

The most common error was to enter General Benevolence as Other Benevolence. 
This is understandable because of the confusion arising from the use of the ULCA 
standard form which calls for Apportioned Benevolence, 

Actually all of us ought to report the General Benevolence from both Sunday 
School and Church under the item identified as Apportioned Benevolence, since we 
have no other place to enter it. 

Wherever the totals received by Treasurer Helwig indicated that you had forgotten 
some item of special benevolence, we took the liberty of entering it for you. 

In the course of making these adjustments, it became apparent that a considerable 
amount of special benevolence is being sent direct, rather than through the Treasurer 
of Synod. It would be interesting to know what amount is involved in this pro- 
cedure, especially since calculation of per capita benevolence would show a propor- 
tionate increase. 

Reference is made to the report of last year for those desiring a study of trends 
covering a longer interval of time than that revealed by the brief summary here 
attached. The detailed consolidations will be available in the Minutes of Synod.

The Secretary presented the 
SOCIAL MISSIONS REPORT 


At a Lutheran Welfare Conference meeting some time ago a speaker made the follow- 
ing statements: For a single year recently we spent eighty-seven billions for war; 
forty billions in taxes; ten billions for luxuries and gambling; seven billions, one 
hundred millions for liquor; five billions, five hundred millions for recreation; two 
billions two hundred millions for beauty culture, and gave one billion, six hundred 
millions for churches and all charities at home and abroad. Is God unreasonable to 
expect American Christians, moved by gratitude to the Saviour for salvation, mercy and 

otection, to give at least ten per cent of their income for the building of Christ's 
1 of love and brotherhood? Without Me ye can do nothing,’ warns the 
Son of God, and Mr, Average American exhales, ‘Aw, you're not worth a good 
year's smoke. There is very little hope for our world while king ‘Pleasure’ gets 
the dollars and God the pennies. Think of it—in one year we spent $90,000,000 
more on our pedigreed dogs than for the causes of the eternal Christ.“ 

Annual reports were received from the Lutheran Welfare Societies of Minnesota, 
Montana, North Dakota and Wisconsin. We are grateful to Almighty God for giving 
us an opportunity to minister to the sick, to give counsel to the unmarried mother and 
to help a large number of unfortunate and neglected children. These four above 
mentioned agencies have a total budget of $875,000.00. It is true of Welfare work 
—as it is in our Churches, that we could perform a more effective service for our 
Saviour if we had the necessary funds. 

Statistics never tell the whole story of our work, but they do help. One thousand, 
four hundred and thirty-eight children received help last year, from these agencies. 
Two hundred and seventy-three children were placed for adoption. Five hundred and 
five unmarried mothers were given help and guidance. Many thousands of people in 
hospitals, houses of correction and sanitoria were visited regularly by our full-time and 
‘part-time chaplains. While these statistical summaries are an indication of much of 
the activity of the Lutheran Welfare Societies—they do not begin to reveal the num- 
ber of personal contacts, hours of counseling performed by some one hundred and 
forty people who make up the personnel of these societies. We thank God that we 
have been placed in a poyition to help people in need.

REPORT CARTHAGE COLLEGE BOARD 


In the last few years noteworthy progress has been made by Carthage College in 

four areas, academic, financial, cultural, and spiritual. This report will describe that 
progress as well as present other important information. 
In selection of faculty the policy of adding no one to the staff who does not hold 
at least a master’s degree in the field he is to teach has been rigorously adhered to. 
This, plus the fact that there is a rapidly increasing number (now 40 per cent) who 
have earned doctorates is giving Carthage a first rate faculty. The result is apparent 
in several ways. For one thing our students use the college library, the chief store of 
knowledge on any campus, much more than formerly and to a greater degree than 
the students of other colleges’ studied recently. For another thing, our graduates are 
doing exceptionally well in being admitted to medical schools and in the record they 
make in various graduate studies, : | | 

Books and articles in learned magazines are constantly appearing, and in ever greater 
number, under the name of members of our faculty. These few examples are some of 
the truly significant signs indicating a high level of scholarship at Carthage, | 

Financially, things have been transpiring to make us glad. There still needs to be 
much cultivation of private gifts to the college, and of annual alumni giving. Plans 
are being formulated and activated in these areas which ought to increase the income 
of the college. Most heartening of all has been the larger giving of the church. Since 
Carthage is a Church College it must look to the Church as its chief support. Both 


the Board of Trustees and the College staff are appreciative of the financial support 


which comes from the Synod of the Northwest. e look with gratification at the 


fact that the amount is slowly increasing. However, the apes. financial needs of 


the College make it painfully aware that Carthage must seek larger financial aid from 


its supporting synods. Not on the basis of what we need from the Northwest Synod, | 


or of what the Synod is capable of giving, but on the basis of what may be reasonably 
expected, the College is asking for a share in the budget that will provide approxi- 
mately $50,000 annually. Again, let it be said, that Carthage College deeply appre- 
cates the cooperation of all pastors and lay leaders of Synod for the increasing financial 
consideration you are giving to Carthage. As a result of two factors, your increased 
support and a great many stringent economies introduced into the college program, 
we have balanced our budget and are slowly emerging from the area of acute financial 
crisis. Not for the sake of boasting, but as a measure of the College’s integrity in trying 
to achieve good stewardship of its funds, the following facts ought to be known. Two 
years ago the budget was running some $40,000 in the red. Today the balance is 
being attained in spite of $35,000 less income from tuition than at that time and 
with a $10,000 debt payment and $9,000 upkeep of the new building added to our 
expenses, as well as providing slight increases in salaries. This is a victory of no 
small achievement and ought to call forth rejoicing from our constituency, Our 
needs continue to be great. The competition of other colleges is becoming increasingly 
more acute; nevertheless, Carthage has turned in the proper direction and needs only 
to accelerate its progress to achieve financial stability and strength. 3 
Culture cannot easily be measured. It is an intangible which exists and is recognized 
where found but can hardly be measured. Nevertheless there has been noticeable im- 
provement in the culture of the student body at Carthage College. This has been due 
to a number of factors. The college barracks, housing single men, have been closed; 
the boys formerly living under conditions not too acceptable now are housed in the 
college dormitories. This has led to a noticeable improvement in campus conduct. 
The dining hall has been changed considerably. The physical improvements in the 
building have brought considerable beauty to the appearance of the room. From cafe- 


teria style serving, the custom has been changed to family style serving. Other ele- 


ments have been introduced to the program which have lifted the level of general 
cultural life. 


On the spiritual level there have been some significant improvements. This year we 


have had à college chaplain for the first time in several years. This talented young man, 
Mr. Alex Wacker, who is serving his internship from Seminary on our campus, has 


Proven to be a young man of consecration and devotion possessing an understanding 


of youth, with great talents in the religious field. Our chapel services have been 
significant. Special programs, constantly added throughout the year, such as observing 
the World Day of Prayer, special worship services prior to departing for the Christ - 
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Minneapolis „ 
mas vacation and other planned programs have lifted the general level of spiritual life 
upon the campus. Again we are not satisfied with the present results but a vigorous 
program has been launched, and constantly thought is given to the most effective means 


of reaching all young people on our campus with that devotion to the Lord Jesus 
for which the college has been brought into existence. Carthage is attempting to do 


two things in its work among students. One is to work with those who may be reached 


for a commitment to the gospel ministry or another type of full time service in the 
church. The second element of our program is to strengthen the faith of all young 
people on the campus and to encourage them to be more active in the life of their home 
congregation, particularly when they are out of college and settled in a community, 
We are happy over the large number of the young people from our territory who are 
state officers in the Luther League and in other ways are producing the talents in our 
various youth organizations. A large number of Carthage students fill these responsible 


positions. Carthage College is but an arm of the local congregation in its parish 


ministry as we deal with that portion of the parish who are away at college. 

Enrollment for the fall semester of 1953 was only five more than the year before. 
This was an increase of 1.37 per cent. The outlook for the year beginning September 
34 is encouraging at the present time. However, once again we must ask every pastor 
in Synod and all active laymen to pursuade the better type of young person in the 
parish to enroll at his church college. Such encouragement will bring a blessing both 
to the young person involved and to Carthage : 

Returning briefly to the financial side of Carthage College, the fact is recognized that 
our endowment is too small. A long term plan for the college must include the. 
means for raising our endowment funds to a total of $2,000,000 no later than our 
centennial in 1970. That cannot be done over night and so the planning must begin 
now with the first funds starting to come in within the very near future. In this we 
shall have to have the support of the church as in all other endeavors. One of the 
most pressing needs concerning our student body at the present time is better furni- 
ture for Memorial Dormitory. Accordingly, the opportunity is being opened to any- 
one wishing to help us furnish the dorm suitably by purchasing a piece of furni- 
ture for a room or giving a gift that will furnish the entire room. 

Student government at Carthage is developing rapidly as a responsible agency to 
further the improvement of the school. The officers this year give every evidence of 
being highly worthy of their responsibility and trust. The careful outlining of areas 
of responsibility of student government have been enunciated and the result is a good 
spirit between the student government group and the college administration. 

In a magazine article entitled Why did some Gl's turn Communist, Lt. Col. 
Thomas D. Harrison makes these significant statements: Generally speaking the 


soldiers most susceptible to Communist propaganda were men with no concrete aim 
in life and no deep convictions of their own. The men best equipped to throw off 


the Communist indoctrination were a little older, better educated, and strongly re- 
ligious. Let us appreciate the privilege and responsibility of owning a private college. 
Here we combine a service to the church, to the new generation, and to our nation. 
We must never lose sight of the fact that the private college is necessary if we are 
to have a Christian nation. Carthage proposes to help every student to see God in 
terms of His relation to history, science, art and so forth. Moreover, it is our aim to 
help every student to discover or rediscover the Christ, the Redeemer and Hope of the 
world. In the leadership of men and women so educated lies the hope of a better 
America including its homes, its churches, and its broad social life.

oncerning Parish Education in general. The Board of Parish Education of the 
ULC has published a Unified Study of the Board and its work. This report is being 
given careful consideration by the Committee and will discuss it at an early meeting 


with a representative of the Board. The newest adventures of the Board have been in 


the fields of Weekday Church School and the Children’s Program. It is the recommenda- 
tion of this Committee that every pastor and every congregation in the Synod give 


careful consideration to these new ventures. We believe that the Weekday Church 


School materials are excellent and wherever they are being used they are being received 
with great enthusiasm. Our program of education for the young is inadequate in most 
congregations.

EDUCATION 


Your Parish Education Secretary is proud to join forces once again with the men 


and women of his home Synod. is happy to join forces with the Parish Education 
Committee which he has admired from a distance and to become its leader. He stands 


ready to be the servant of the Synod and of our Lord Jesus Christ in his favorite field 


Parish Education. | 

Your Parish Education Secretary~begs leave to report that he has been on the 
territory since January 1, 1954; that he has been most cordially welcomed by the 
personnel of the synodical office and the Seminary faculty. And while he has spent 
most of the time since January 1 in orienting himself through conferences and con- 
ventions chiefly involving such organizations as the Board of Parish Education of 
the U.L.C.A., Luther League of America, the Religious Education Division of the 
National Council of Christian Churches, etc., he has nevertheless been able to begin 
the promotion of some ideas and a partial program in behalf of Parish Education. 

Among the meetings attended has been one with our own Parish Education Com- 
mittee which was held in January at the erg § The committee expressed its joy 
at having full time leadership attached to Parish Education and all of those involved 
expect our association to be most fruitful to the Synod. | | 

For the sake of organization we list the following agencies and facets of our work: 

1. The home front. The family is in the front line of both the defense and 
Offense of the Parish Education situation. 2 

2. The existing agencies (U.L.C.A.) Sunday Schools numbering 827,000 pupils 
and 82,000 teachers, and Sunday School Associations can expect our attention. Vacation 
church schools numbering 157,000 pupils are in the long line of profitable summer edu- 
cation of our children. The weekday church school is for many a New Venture in 
Parish Education.“ Together with the new texts provided by our Board of Parish Edu- 


cation we will attempt a balancing of religious education against comparable secular edu- 


cation to a degree to that which is promoted in several other religious groups. The Lu- 


ther League of America reports between 35,000 and 70,000 members. We will work 


with these together with their state organizations on our territory. Especially do we wish 
to make the program attractive to the youth of our church. Camps and camp boards 
are on our list and we expect to bring to them what inspiring ideas and materials can 
make a real contribution. Adult groups which are constituted mostly of Women’s 
Missionary Societies and Brotherhoods at the present time will find us ready to assist. 

3. New Ventures. We place first of all the family here not because the family 


is really a new venture but because we believe in a firm emphasis upon a family night 


at home and a family night at church at least once a week. We will be interested in 
furthering the impetus that will make our families more conscious of their responsi- 
bility in building a refuge for youth and fitting them with an armor against the 
battles of life. This may be said to be an extension of the family altar idea to include 
a family study and work project. ) | | 

weekday church school for most churches will be a new venture. While the 
Roman Catholics demand 200 hours of religious training of their children and the 
Jews, 300 for theirs, we have been demanding nothing and getting it. For a church 
which prides itself with a tradition of religious education we seek the justification 
for such pride in extending our education for children through the week day. The 
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children’s program promoted by our Board of Parish Education may be used in con- 
junction with the weekday church school. | 

We will advocate many boy’s clubs and girl's clubs to assist us in meeting the 
problem of confirmation age mortality. Post high school, career and college people 
must also have attention. | | 

Further, the formation of many couple clubs in our churches forces our attention 
to the furnishing of program material and organization suggestions for married 
people. There is a great need for so-called harvest age or golden age clubs so that 
the lonely people of older years will find education and social possibilities still within the 
church. e will promote also adult work in Sunday School and the return of the 
old fashioned Bible study hour in midweek. : — 

We are aware of the impossibility of promoting all of these things and we question 
the desirability of such promotion all at once. Nevertheless we expect to use our 
resources to the fullest advantage both human and material, and while it is true that 
the wheel that squeaks the loudest gets the grease, we are confident that eventually 
we shall have a contribution to make to each one of these ventures existing or new. 

To do this we expect to use our office as a reservoir of aids. Materials of worthy 
stature will be filed for use and upon demand will be available either in full or by 
way of suggestion. To these already printed aids we expect to add our monthly 
letters including one for Sunday School staff, another for group leaders, prospective 
life service candidates among youth and any others that seem to be required, We shall 
use the workshop and clinical approach sometimes becoming a mobile deputation set- up. 
We shall promote leadership training not only among those who have already enlisted 
but among those who must be prospects in our churches. We place great emphasis on 
leadership training since we believe that any church that is to use our ideas must have 
more lay leaders than ever before. We hope to assign the members of our committee 
to certain subcommittees each of which will do research and conduct promotion on the 
various phases of the work already mentioned. Through the Seminary we hope to 
contact the students who are to become our colleagues in the teaching and 3 
world in the midst of our church. We shall counsel youth on such things as vocatio 
guidance wherever it is possible. A compendium of youth activities, family pro jects 
and adult programs will be prepared for wide distribution, some of these approaching 
the handbook idea. We beseech the prayers of the Church in this greatest of all fields 
within the Church and we pray in all humility that we have not arrived with too 
little and too late. | |

During the past year two of the pioneer clergymen of the Synod of the Northwest 
have been called to their Eternal Home. A Memorial Service will be held in their 
honor at one of the afternoon sessions of Synod. Their obituaries follow: 


William C. Stump 


The Rev, William C. Stump, a pioneer missionary in our Synod, began his labor 
in St. John’s Lutheran Church, Oshkosh, Wisconsin, November 10, 1911. At the 
same time he was 8 forward to the establishment of a church at Neenah, Wis- 
consin. The markings of a Missionary stood out from the beginning. 

From 1918 to 1927 Pastor Stump served as Field Missionary in Wisconsin, and 
lanted Churches in Marinette, 1918; Wauwatosa, 1920; Hartford. 1921; Wach- 
ington Park, 1921; Waukesha, 1921; West Bend, 1922; Jefferson, 1923; Pente- 
cost, Milwaukee, 1924, and Trinity, Kenosha. He helped to establish more than one- 


tenth of the congregations now active in Synod. | 


From 1927 to 1942 Pastor Stump served congregations in Michigan and Nebraska. 
While in Nebraska, he helped to organize one of the United Lutheran congregations in 
Omaha. In 1942 he returned to establish Reformation Church, Calhoun Road, east 
of Waukesha. During the past four years he has been Assistant Pastor of the Church 


of the Redeemer, Milwaukee. a 


Following a long illness, he died on the evening of the special convention of Synod, 
October 22. The funeral was held in the Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, on 
October 26.

The special convention of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the North- 
west was held in St. Matthew's Church, 7615 Milwaukee Ave., Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, 
the Rev. William Niebling and the Rev. Bruce G. Kloese, pastors, on Thursday, 
October 22, 1953, beginning with the Communion Service at 9:30 a.m. 

The Rev. Paul E. Bishop, D.D., President of Synod, preached the sermon The 
Last Word Is God's using Psalm 119:89 as his text. Pastor Harold W. Gruhn, 
Secretary of Synod, conducted the Order for Public Confession. Pastor Amos G.

Following discussion on the agenda for the day the President ruled that the purposes 
of the meeting would be as stated in the call for the meeting as sent from his office, 
namely, to consider the purchase of property in the city of Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, 
to be used for the establishment of a liberal arts college or for some other purpose 
and to act on the request of the Board of Directors of Northwestern Lutheran 
Theological Seminary to purchase the property located at the northwest corner of the 
intersection of 24th Street and Stevens Avenue, Minneapolis, Minnesota. He called 
for objections to this procedure. There being none, it was so ordered. 

The President recognized the presence of the Rev. N. Gould Wicky, Ph.D., D.D., 
Executive Secretary of the Board of Education of The United Lutheran Church in 
America, and the Rev. Harold H. Lentz, Ph.D., President of Carthage College, and 
granted them the privilege of the floor. | | 

Visitors introduced to the convention were the Rev. E. R. Morack, Racine, Wis- 
consin; Dr. K. E. Irvin of the Illinois Synod; Pastors Robert L. Boulton and D. P. 
Dovemuehle of the Wartburg Synod; and Pastor Carl G. Shalkhauser of the American 
Lutheran Church. | 

The President announced that the order of procedure in the consideration of the 


question of establishing a college in Wisconsin would be (1) presentation of the 


afirmative, (2) presentation of the negative. and (3) presentations by special repre- 
sentatives, namely, Dr. Harold H. Lentz, President of Carthage College, and Dr. 
N. Gould Wickey of the Board of Education. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried that debate be closed and the question be put 
before the convention not later than 3:45 p.m. | 

It was moved, seconded and carried that the question of purchase of property for 
Northwestern Seminary be considered first. The President called upon the Rev. Harold 
T. Rasmussen, President of the Board of Directors of Northwestern Seminary, who 
presented the following resolution: | 

WHEREAS, The property located on the northwest corner of the intersection of 
Stevens Avenue and Twenty-fourth Street, City of Minneapolis, Minnesota, con- 
sisting of a corner vacant lot 75 by 128 feet fronting on Stevens Ave., and an adjacent 
lot of the same size on which is situated a 12-room, three-story and basement stucco 

use and a two-car garage, would be very desirable for the future use of the Seminary 

use of its favorable location, and : 
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WHEREAS, The Northwest Synod afte in 3 Hall are inadequate, and 

WHEREAS, The property under consideration would immediately provide very 
satisfactory space and facilities for the Synod’s nun with practically no a 
tions, thereby filling an urgent need, be it 

RESOLVED, That the Board of Directors of the Northwestern Lutheran Theologi- 
cal Seminary be authorized by the Synod at its special meeting on October 22, 1953, to 
purchase this property at a cost of $33,000.00, subject to a 31 -day Option Contract 
dated September 30 1953. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

The President then called for consideration of the college question. The Rev. Amos 
G. Streich read a statement presenting the affirmative. | 

The convention recessed at 12:25 p.m. The Rev. Paul W. Roth, D.D., led in 
prayer. 

Following the noon recess the President called the convention to order at 1:25 p. m. 

Mr. W. O. Helwig moved that expenses of delegates to this convention be paid in 
the same manner as is done in connection with other conventions of Synod. The motion 
was seconded and carried. 

The question of viewing the property proposed for purchase was considered. It was 
moved, seconded, and carried that debate on the question of establishing a college be 
concluded before the convention recess to view the property. 

The President called for presentations by speakers for the affirmative. Pastors 
Clemens H. Zeidler and Richard A. Gaenslen addressed the convention. 

The President then called for presentations for the negative. Pastor Ingolf B. Kindem, 
Dr. J. Martin Klotsche, Pastor Kenneth A. Hurst, and Mr. Kenneth Owen addressed 
the convention. 

The President read a letter 37 from Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, President of The 
United Lutheran Church in America. 

The President called for presentations by special representatives. Dr. Harold H. 
Lentz, President of Carthage College and Dr. N. Gould Wickey, Executive Secretary 
of the Board of Education of The United Lutheran Church in America, addressed the 
convention. 

Then followed general debate on the question. 

It was moved and seconded that the question of 3 a Christian college 
be referred back to the Synod’s special College Investigating Committee for further 
study, with instructions to consult with the Board of Education of The United Lu- 
theran Church in America, 

A motion introduced at this point, that the convention see the proposed property 
before any vote be taken, was lost. 

A motion to amend by adding the words and with the Board of Directors of 
Carthage College was adopted. 

A further motion to amend by adding also the words ‘and that this investigation 
be begun in time to make report to the Synod at its next regular convention in May, 
1954 was adopted. 

The motion as amended was then put to vote and was adopted and reads as follows: 

RESOLVED, That the question of establishing a Christian college be referred back to 
the Synod’s special College Investigating Committee for further study, with instructions 
to consult with the Board of Education of The United Lutheran Church in America 
and with the Board of Directors of Carthage College and that this investigation be 
begun in time to make report to the Synod at its next regular convenion, in May, 1954. 

It was then moved, seconded, and carried that similar committees from the Wartburg, 
Iowa, and Illinois Synods be invited to participate in this study. | 

It was then moved and seconded that the Executive Committee be authorized to secure 
an option to purchase the property under consideration sometime following the con- 
vention of Synod. The motion was lost. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried that the Synod thank St. Matthew's Chae 
and its ladies for the fine hospitality which was shown this convention. 

The minutes of this convention were read and approved. 

The Synod adjourned at 4:15 p.m., the President closing the convention according 


to the prescribed order.

God has blessed 
our efforts with an increase in membership, stewardship, and missionary Zeal. 


We wish to express our deep appreciation for the splendid support so many of the 


pastors have given to our local groups. As an auxiliary of the church, we are conscious 
of our interdependence. It is only as we all work together with God that we can bring 
every soul to the saving knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. > 
During the past year, in the 32 synods of the U.L.C.A., 111,488 active members 
of the Women’s Missionary Society have contributed more than $850,000 to the 
general budget. $145,000 was allocated to the Board of American Missions and 
$443,000 to the Board of Foreign Missions. All single women missionaries are sup- 
ported by the Women’s Missionary Society, | 
Northwest Synod of W.M.S. was happy to again assume: the entire support of Mrs. 
James (Miriam Treon) Miller, Missionary to Kpolople, Liberia. Because of the generous 
ifts of our members, we have been able to supply her with a Special Typewriter, 
— paper and a Palm Oil Press. | 
In September, 1953, at our Synodical Women’s Missionary Society Convention 
held at Holy Trinity Church, La Crosse, Wis., Miss Alice Anderson of British Guiana 
and Miss Sara Ellen Miller of Konnarock, Virginia, brought us vivid first-hand pictures 
of their respective fields. : | 
The goals to which we have been striving to attain in 1953-54 are: 
1. A Missionary Organization in every congregation. i 
2. Reach every woman in the congregation. 
3. Increase in Missionary information. 
4. Develop leadership. | | 
5. Financially aid the missionary operations of the church. 
6. Deepen the Spiritual life of our members. | 
How well have we met these goals in Northwest Synod? : | 
We are happy to report nine new societies and 1,153 new members. However, the 
total of 7,198 members is only about a third of the potential estimated membership 
of 20,500 women over 18 in our Synod. | 
Only nine congregations of Synod have not made application for affiliation with 
the Women’s Missionary Society. Three of them are now in process of organizing 
W.M.S. groups. We sincerely hope that next year there will be 100% cooperation. 
Since our fiscal year ends in June, the following is a financial report of 1953. The 
total receipts are $43,859.51. This is an increase of $4,515.86. $17,899.73 was 
given through special Thank Offering, $3,926.75 through Life Membership, and 
$3,897.30 through Patron and Protege. All monies are channeled through the official 
Boards of the Church. $3,000 was again allocated for the work at Rocky Boy Indian 


Mission. 1,478 boxes with a value of $16,225 were sent for mission, relief, and 


welfare work, 
We are happy to report that Miss Jean Jersild of Menasha, Wisconsin, is now 


studying for the Diaconate in Philadelphia. Miss Carol Fagerlin of Mound, Minnesota, 


has been accepted and will begin her studies for the Diaconate in the Fall. 


Increased information and education has always been a major emphasis in the 


Women’s Missionary Society. 2,913 members are readers of the official magazine, 
Lutheran Women’s Work. Nearly 16,000 pieces of Free Literature were distributed. 
Beside the regular monthly programs, special mission classes were held to study—
